HIGHLAND RAILROAD. 

That the Kentucky Highland Rail- 
Toad will be built on to Versailles 
there 14 now not the least doubt. 
When the road was first started many 
said that It would only reach as far 
as the distilleries located on Glenn's 
Creek. All Indications now go to 
prove that they were mistaken in 
this supposition, and that the line 
will be constructed as speedily as 
possible to Versailles. 

At present the road has been grad- 
ed to a point beyond the Old Tay- 
lor distillery, and work is being 
pushed to the limit by the contractors, 
who hope to have many more miles 
of the line graded before they are 
compelled to cease operations by the 
advent of hard, wintry weather. Track 
laying has already progressed over a 
mile or more from the Frankfort end, 
and before Christmas cars will doubt- 
less be In operation between this 
point and the Old Crow and Old Tay- 
lor distilleries. 

No improvement that has come, 
with the rush of prosperity that cen- 
tered at the Capital City since the 
permanent location of the seat of gov 
eminent In Frankfort, and the build 
Ing of the new Capitol, will prove of 
more importance than the building 
of the Kentucky Highland. It is 
fraught with great possibilities for, 
and will have a dominating effect on, 
the future of this city. The transpor- 
tation facilities of Frankfort will be 
benefitted to a large extent, as It will 
place us In touch with the Southern 
jand Louisville and Atlantic at Ver- 
sailles, and otherwise help the home 
town In many ways.

Goebel became a martyr, and a cer- 
tain set of small fry politicians have 
been thriving on that martrydom ever 
since. Had Goebel not been mur- 
dered, he would long ago have been 
relegated to private life with the dis- 
approval of the people of Kentucky. 

Goebel was able, unamiable and en- 
tirely unscrupulous. He canvassed the 
State of Kentucky for Governor, with 
the result that he had only a trifle 
over 100 votes in a convention of over 
1,000 delegates. Hardin and Stone 
together had eight or nine votes to 
Goebel's one. Yet by deceiving and 
betraying Stone, getting control of the 
organization and nervily unseating 
several hundred delegates, Goebel 
managed to secure the Democratic 
nomination. It was th e most artistic 
piece of highway robbery ever perpe- 
trated against the Democracy of Ken- 
uck. 

In the election that ensued Goebel 
vas defeated, and the State election 
commissioners, who were Democratic, 
Issued a certificate of election to the 
Republican candidate, Taylor. But 
Goebel, who was still a State Senator, 
held on to hjs purpose and got up a 
contest before the Legislature in 
order to pluck the governorship as he 
had plucked the Democratic nomina- 
tion. In short, he was planning a cold 
steal. It Is hardly necessary to say 
that both parties lost their heads, and 
in the midst of the general excite- 
ment some fool Republican shot Goe- 
bel. 

It was only natural that this mur- 
der should react against the Republi- 
can party and make people forget the 
political sins of William Goebel. 

But the small fry collected around 
Goebel have been living on his murder 
ever since. They have let the j real 
murderer — Henry Youtsey — go !n a 
measure, and have concentrated their 
efforts to bring about the hanging of 
Caleb Powers, who wasn't In Frank- 
fort when Goebel was killed and who 
had been connected with the murder 
only by transparent perjuries. The 
powers case has been a greater stain 
dn Kentucky than the Dreyfus case 
was on France, but France had the 
courage to correct her mistake. 

Kentucky, however, has evidently 
grown tired of a steady diet of Goe- 
bel. The Democrats have made so 
many tactical mistakes In perpetuat- 
ing the memory of that dastardly 
crime that the people have elected a 
Republican Governor. It Is likely that 
Gov. Wlllson will pardon Powers and 
right what seems to be a great 
wrong. W^ trust he will do this not 
only in the Interest af Justice, but 
In the, Interest of the people of Ken* 
tucky. It is time to put the Goebel 
case to sleep and resume normal 
ways.
